A ZULU DEFEAT. 


London, July 23.—It is said the 


jovernmenthas information that Lord 
jhelmsford defeated the Zulus, inflict- 
ing immense loss. 


LATER. 


In the house of commons to-day the 


government announced the receipt of 
a telegram dated Capetown, July 8th, 
ttating that Lord Chelmsford remained 
in camp till the afternoon of July 3d, 
waiting the surrender of cannon and 
LOGO rifles, captured by the Zulers at 
[eandul. They not arriving, he ad- 
vanced, and was attacked in the open 
country by 15.000 Zulus who fled 
under a heavy fire of the Britieh. 


Lord Chelmsford then advanced 


and destroyed Ulundi, The Zulus 
lost 10 killed and 53 wounded. The 
battle waa fought July 4th. The Zu- 
lus, variously estimated at from 10,- 
000 to 20,000, surrounded the British 
troops who formed a hollow square. 
The Zulus charged the square on all 
four sides. After the Zulus were 
broken by the British fire they were 
pursued by the cavalry and utterly 
routed. Lord Chelmeford burned and 
destroyed all military kraals and re- 
turned to his camp the same evening.

He addressed the 
convention. 


A resolution was adopted ordering 
the reference of all resolutions with- 
out debate to the committee on plat- 
form.

GREAT BRITAIN. 


A ZULU DEFEAT. 


London, July 28.—It is said the 
overnment has information that Lord 
/helmsford debated the Zulus, inflict- 
ing immense loss. 


LATER. 


In the house of commons to-day the 
government announced the receipt of 
a telegram dated Capetown, July 8th, 
stating that Lord Chelmsford remained 
in camp till the afternoon of July 3d, 
awaiting the surrender of cannon and 
1000 rifles, captured by the Zulers at 
Isandul. 
They not arriving, he ad- 
vanced, and was attacked in the open 
country by 16,000 Zulus who fled 
under a heavy fire of the British. 


Lord Chelmsford then advanced 
and destroyed Ulundi. The Zulus 
lost 10 killed and 53 wounded. The 
battle was fought July 4«h. The Zu- 
lus, variously estimated at from 10,- 
000 to 20,000, surrounded the British 
troops who formed a hollow square. 
The Zulus charged the sqmare on all 
four sides. 
After the Zulus were 
broken by the British fire they were 
pursued by the cavalry and utterly 
routed. Lord Chelmsford burned and 
destroyed all military kraals and re- 
turned to his camp the same evening.

FOKEIGN NOTES. 


A detailed official telegram from 
Lord Chelmsford says: 
Cettewayo 
not only failed to comply with my 
demands for the return of the can- 
nons, etc., but fired on our watering 
parties. I consequently returned the 
cattle he had sent in and ordered a 
reconnoisance by Col. Butler's horse. 
This caused the Zulu army to ad- 
vance and show itself. On the morning 
of July 4, my force, consisting of 
Gen. 
Newdigate's 
division and 
Gen. Wood's 
column, 
aggregating 
4,000 Europeansand 1,000 natives, with 
twelve cannon and two Gatling guns, 
crossed the Umalosi River at 6.15 a. 
m. The force reached an excellent 
position between Enadivengo and "LTl- 
undi about 8.30 a. m. T h e Zulu army 
had been obserred leaving its bivouacs 
about 7.30. The engagement was 
shortly after begun by the mounted 
men. 
By 9 a. m., the Zulu 
attack was fully developed, and by 
9:30 the enemy wavered and the lan- 
cers, followed by the remainder of the 
cavalry, attacked the enemy and a 
general route ensued. 
Prisoners state 
that Cettewayo was personally com- 
manding, and witnessed the fight 
from a neighboring kraal. 
The pris- 
oners also state that twelve regiments, 
a^regating 20,000 men, participated 
in the fight. Lord Chelmsford esti- 
mates that the Zulu loss was not 
less than 1,000 nen. Ulundi was 
burning at noon. 
The steadiness of 
our troops, who were in a complete 
belt of fire for a time, was remarkable. 
The dash and enterprise of the caval- 
ry was all that could be wished. The 
fortified camp had been left in charge 
of 900 Europeans and 250 natives. A 
portion of the Zulu forces at one time 
threatened to attack it. A large body 
of Zulus surrendered after the battle. 
They are also coming in large num- 
bers on Gen. Crealock's line of ad- 
vance.

Fort Wayne Walks Off with 
the Chief Offices. 


On Tuesday a meetiag of the law- 
yers of the state was held at Indianap- 
olis and a Sítate Bar Associatión was 
effected. 
Fort Wayne was repre- 
sented by Judges Lowry, Taylor and 
Morris. 
The JournaVs account of the 
proceedings sayg: 


Judge R, S. Taylor, of Fort Wayne, 
stated the object of the meeting to 
be to take into consideration the pro- 
priety of organizing a State Bar As- 
sociation, upon a basis similar to the 
National Bar Association, organized at 
Saratoga laat summer. 
He moved the 
appointment, by the chair, of a commit- 
tee of five to draft a constitution and 
and by-laws. 


On motion of Judge Joshua G. 
Adams, it was resolved that the chair 
appoint a committee of five, one from 
each supreme court district of the 
state, to nominate permanent officers 
for the association, after the constitu- 
tion had been reported. 
The commit- 
tee, as appointed by the chair, consist- 
ed of Judge Joshua G, Adams, Dan- 
ville; Judge Lowry, Fort Wayne; 
Judge Dyer, Evansville; Judge F. T. 
Hord, Columbus, and Judge Best, 
Waterloo. 


While the committee on constitu- 
tion was engaged in the performance 
of its duties. Judge Lowry, at the in- 
vitation of the temporary chairman, 
further explained the origin of the 
movement which had resulted in the 
formation of the National Bar Asso- 
ciation at Saratoga last year; and ex- 
pressed the opinion that great advant- 
ages would follow the formation of 
such associations in all the states. He 
also stated that the meeting at Sarato- 
ga had for its temporary president the 
late secretary of the treasury, Mr. 
Bristow, while Judge Brodhead, of St. 
Louis, was chosen president for the 
year; so that it would seem that the 
gentlemen who were most actively en- 
gaged in the movement were men of 
high standing in the community. 


A lengthy report was eventually 
presented by the committee, embody- 
ing a form of constitution for the as- 
ssociation, which was adopted without 
discussion. It provides that the objects 
of the organization shall be to pro- 
mote mutual acquaintance and har- 
mony among the members of the In- 
diana bar; to maintain a high stand- 
ing of professional integrity, honor 
and courtesy among them; to encour- 
age a thorough and liberal legal edu- 
cation; to give expression to deliber- 
ate and well-considered opinions by 
the legal profession upon 
matters 
wherein its members mjiy properly 
act as a body; to assist in the improve- 
ment of the laws and the better ad- 
ministration of justice to all classes 
without distinction, and to co-operate 
with the American bar association in 
the purposes for which it was organiz- 
ed. 
The constitution also provides 
that every member of the Indiana bar 
in good standing, having practiced his 
profession three years or more, shall 
be 
eligible 
to 
membership, 
while 
members of the bar who 
shall have graduated at law schools, 
or who shall have passed a course of 
study of at least two years in a law 
oflice, may be eligible to membership 
after one year's practice at the bar. 
The oflicers of the association are to 
be a president, a vice president, treas- 
urer, secretary, and an executive coun- 
cil c o m p o s e d of t h e oflicers 
a b o v e 
named, and a representative of each 
of the five Supreme Court districts of 
the state. 
Committees are also to be 
organized as follows: A committee 
on the amendment of the law, to whom 
shall be referred all proposed changes 
in the law and who shall recommend 
such as they consider entitled to the 
favorable opinion of the association; 
a committee on judicial procedure, to 
whom shall be referred all motions 
relating to the organization of courts 
and practice therein; a committee on 
lenal education, and a committee on 
grievances. 


The committee on nomination of 
oflicers recommended the election of 
the following gentlemen: 


President, Judge Robert Lowry, Al- 
len county; vice president, Simeon 
Stansifier, 
Bartholomew; 
secretary, 
Ferdinand Winter, Marion county; 
executive council—first district, F. 
W. Viehe, Knox; second district, A. 
C. Downey, Ohio; third district, A. 
W. Hendricks, Marion; 
fourth dis- 
trict, Robt. S. Taylor, Allen; fifth 
district, J. A. S. Mitchell, Elkhart. 


The report was unanimously adopt- 
ed and the officers were declared elect- 
ed to serve until the annual meeting, 
which, by the constitution, is fixed 
for the first Tuesday of the November 
term of the supreme court. 


Judge Lowry, in a few well chosen 
words, returned thanfes for the honor 
conferred on him by election to the 
presidencv of the association, ^nd, said 
he considered it the highest compli- 
ment that could be piiid him to be 
chosen to prewde over an organization 
of such importance and capacity for 
usefulness. 


On motion of Major Hendricks, it 
was resolved that Judge Dyer, Evans- 
ville, Gen. Ben. Harrispn, Indianapo- 
lis, and Major J. A. S. Mitchell, Gosh- 
en, be appointed as delegates from the 
state association of Indiana to the 
meeting of the National Bar Associa- 
tion to be held at Saratoga during 
next month. 
Major Hendricks also 
stated that gentlemen could obtain 
information as to the terms of mem- 
bership of the national association 
from himself. Judge Iglehart or Judge 
Robert S. Taylor. 


It was ordered that the constitution 
be printed and circulated amongst the 
legal fraternity throughout the state. 


The president said he wished to take 
time for consultation and thought be- 
fore announcing the composition of 
the committees provided for under 
the constitution. 


After 
fifty-three 
gentlemen had 
signed the 
constitution as charter 
members, and paid the admiesioil ^ e 
of $5, the meetwg adjourned.
